2 the United States, including an}’- Commonwealth or posses- 

3 sion thereof, whether the House is in session, has recessed, or 

4 has adjourned^- to:hoid suc-h hearings, ; -ahd to require, by 

5 subpena or otherwise, the attendance and testimon}'- of such 

6 witnesses and the production of such books, records, cor- 

7 respondence, memorandums, papers, and docunients, as it 

8 deems necessary; except that neither the committee nor any 
% Stxbcoinmittee thereof may sit while the House is meeting 

10 unless special leave to sit shall have been obtained from the 

11 House. Subpenas may be issued under the signature of the 

12 chairman of Jh§ comnrh^^^ any member: of the committee 

13 designated by him, and may be served by any person desig- 

14 nated by such chairman or member. 

15^ The committee shall report to the House as soon as 

16 praericable during the present Congress the results of its 

17 investigation , and study, together with such recommenda- 

18 tions as it deems advisable. Any such report which is made 

19 when the House is not in session shall be filed with the Clerk 

20 of the House. 
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
